Retention  Regulations 
Approved  by  Faculty 

New  rules  on  suspension  and  probation  have  been  approved 
by  the  faculty  at  NWMSC  according  to  information  received 
from  Dr,  R.  P.  Foster,  Dean  of  Administration.  These  new 
rules  are  to  be  uniform  at  all  state  colleges.  The  rules  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Any  freshman  student  who 
fails  to  pass  half  the  hours  at¬ 
tempted  in  his  first  term  shall 
be  automatically  suspended  for 
one  term  or  semester. 

2.  Any  student  who  at  any 
time  falls  behind  as  much  as 
7  grade  points  in  his  cumula¬ 
tive  total  shall  be  automatic¬ 
ally  placed  on  probation. 

The  following  rules  have 
been  adapted  in  connection  with 
those  students  who  are  on  pro¬ 
bation: 

a.  Any  student  who  does  not 
make  at  least  a  C  average  dur¬ 
ing  his  first  term  on  probation 
shall  be  automatically  sus¬ 
pended  for  one  term  or  semes¬ 
ter. 

b.  Any  student  who  makes  a 
C  average  during  his  first 
term  or  semester  on  probation 
shall  be  permitted  to  continue, 
on  probation,  into  the  follow-

Faculty  Sets  New  Rules 
Concerning  Student  Cheating 


A  new  semester  has  just  started,  and  with  this  new  semester 
comes  new  rules  from  the  Faculty  of  NWMSC.  This  is  a 
follow-up  on  the  request  made  by  the  students  last  semester 
as  a  result  of  the  Blue  Key  efforts. 


Each  faculty  member  is  to1 
Inform  the  students  in  each  of 
his  classes  of  what  is  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  cheating.  Special  atten¬ 
tion  should  be  given  to  student 
behavior  in  connection  with  ex¬ 
aminations,  papers,  reports, 
problems,  laboratory  exercises 
and  the  like. 

Students  Have  Obligation 
Each  student  also  has  an  ob¬ 
ligation  in  the  academic  realm 
not  to  cheat,  not  to  create  the 
appearance  of  cheating,  and  not 
to  contribute  to  cheating  by 
others.  It  is  the  obligation  of 
the  student  and  each  faculty 
member  to  report  cheating. 

The  uniform  policy  on  punish¬ 
ment  for  cheating  is  to  be  as 
follows:  (1)  Each  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  will  make  an  immediate 
written  report  to  the  Dean  of 
Administration  whenever  any 
student  is  caught  cheating.  (2) 
The  penally  for  cheating  will  be 
Immediate  failure  in  the  course 
and  dismissal  from  class.  (.1) 
The  second  instance  of  cheat¬ 
ing  will  result  in  immediate 
dismissal  from  college. 

Other  Recommendations 
Further  recommendations 
made  by  the  council  include 
(1)  New  examinations  should 
be  prepared  each  semester.  (2) 
Different  tests  should  be  pre¬ 
pared  for  each  section  of  the 
course;  this  could  be  accom¬ 
plished  by  rewording  the  ques¬ 
tions.  (3)  Examinations  should 
be  adequately  supervised. 

(4)  All  tests,  reports,  term 
papers,  or  other  assignments, 
should  be  graded  rrUnw-io,] 


when  possible,  to  the  student 
before' the  next  scheduled  test, 
report,  term  paper,  or  other 
assignment.  (5)  Instructions 
should  be  specific  and  clear  for 
all  tests  and  other  assignments. 

(6)  Old  tests  or  examples  of 
tests  for  each  course  should  be 
made  available  to  each  student. 

(7)  Tests  should  keep  up  with 
the  material  that  is  presented 
during  the  current  semester,  in¬ 
cluding  changes  ill  textbooks. 

(8)  AH  term  papers  should  be 
returned  to  the  students  and  the 
opportunity  should  be  provided 
for  the  student  to  sec  the  term 
papers  after  they  have  been 
marked. 

(9)  It  should  be  made  clear 
by  the  instructor  that  assign¬ 
ments  such  as  reports,  labora¬ 
tory  exercises,  projects,  term 
papers,  and  the  like,  will  be 
checked  thoroughly.  (10)  Con¬ 
stant  repetition  of  the  same 
term  paper  topic  should  be 
avoided. 

NWMSC  has  adopted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  honor  point  system: 

A — Four  grade  points 
B — Three  grade  points 
C — Two  grade  points 
D — One  grade  point 
F — Zero  grade  point
